tachments in the Kongmoon area 
had made ‘considerable progress 
in following-up the Kwangsi’ gar- 
rison which had given up control 
without making a stand. , 

The brigade of. the bth Army 
‘under General Li Fook-lum of 
Canton, known as the Papersides, 
had - reached Yeungkong’ ani 
Yeungchun without meeting. any 
opposition. , The 11th division 
under Lt.-Genera!l Hsich Yo took 
charge of the Sze Yap districts. 

Labour Agitators. . 

On Sunday, — when the Reds 
broke out in Canton—it was 
plainly evident that Labour agita- 
tors were uneasy. A notorious 
leader, Lu Tong, had returned 
here. . He had been arrested by a 
formey Mayor of Kongmoon for 
his share in an attack on a police 
station during the boycott but he 


eventually brought about the re-| 
‘| maval of the Mayor from office. 


On Monday, after news had 
been received of the outbreak at 
Canton, over a thousand labour- 


‘ers and peasants held a public 


meeting in a temple at which it 
was resolved that a procession be 
held to welcome the new (pro-

HOW AUSTRALIA 1S _ 
‘PROGRESSING. : 


Tho preliminary ‘statement of 
Australian foreign trade for the 
year ended June 80 last shows an. 
increase of £18,106,700 in total im- 
ports as compared with the pre- 
vious year, and a_ reduction -of' 
£8,786,700 in total exports. These 
figures include shipments of gold, 
imports of which were £260,000 
higher, while exports of gold wera 
£7,018,400 larger. Total {mports 
amounted to £164,744,900. and total 
exports to £144,776,600,' so that 
there was an import surplus of 
£19,969,400, as compared with an 
import surplus of £3,076,000 for the 
preceding year. Setting aside gold 
imports and exports, the excess of 
merchandise imports over merchan- 
dise exports was £30,720,600. Tak- 
ing into account the annual remit- 
tances to be made for intereat and 
other payments, estimated at about 
£80,000,000 per annum, there is a 
total adverse balance of £50,000,000 
to be accounted for after allowing 
for gold exports. Tho “Austra- 
lnsian Insurance and Banking Re- 
cord,” points out that one factor in 
the calculation is the carrying over 
of Australian purchasing capacity 
from earlier years, in consequence 
of which the effect of large exports 
in one season in stimulating imports 
$3 not exhausted until the succced-

Foreign corporations with branch 
offices in the Philippine -Islands 
and doing ‘business in Manila are 
subject to-the-payment: of income 
taxes in accordance with Act 2833 
as ‘amended, the Supreme Court, 
Manila,.on December 6, ruled in 
the case of the Tabacalera, a for- 
elgn corporation, against the In- 
sular Collector of Internal Revenue, 

The case was originally tried in 
the court of first instance of 
Manila, where-the plaintiff brought 
an action against the defendant for 
the recovery of protested’ income 
tax during the year.1922 amounting 
‘to P12,009.75. The lower court 
gave judgment for-the-plaintiff. ° 
-- On appeal, ‘the plaintiff argued 
that the goods it-exported from the 
Philippine Islands and sold ‘in the 
United States at'n net profit of 
P400,324.85, were not subject to 
the payment of income tax. It was 
further argued ‘that no part of the 
‘plaintiff's profit was derived from 
sources within the: Islands, and 
that the same was subject to the 
payment of the income tax levied 
by the United States government, 
“Tt is very apparent that it was 
the purpose and intent of the 
Legislature that a foreign corpora- 


tion which.has a branch office in|’ 


the Philippines and engaged’ in 
buainess in Manila should pay 
the ‘same amount of -income tax on 
that business as.2 domestic cor- 
poration would have .to pay; 
otherwise, a fdreign corporation 
with ‘a branch office in the 
Philippines and doing business 
in Manila would have ad- 
vantage of the amount of such an- 
nual income tax over a domestic 
corporation: engaged in: the 
line of business,” Justice Johna, 
who penned the decision, remark.

A SCHOOL OF FILM ACTING. |

Encina gave formal evidence 
with regard to the bag which was 
brought to Hong Kong with the 
accused, and identified various 
articles produced by Mr, Jenkin as 
baving been in the bag when they 
left Santiago, 

Mr. d'Almhda’a — cross-examina- 
tion of this witness was interesting 
because of an attempt ‘to explain 
that the accused's possession | of 
the paints, brushes, etc., was for an 
innocuous purpose, Counsel asked 
if the witness had seen any paint- 


{ings done by the accused, and ‘re- 


ceived the reply that the accused 
had painted some pictures. whilst 
on the ship coming out to Hong 
Kong. The witness did not see 
uny paintings done by the accused 
in Santiago. The only things the 
witness knew the accused’ had left 
behind in Chile were a pair of 
|binoculars and a camera. ____ 

Mr, Agotithos Emanuel Melmara- 
chi, a Greek national, who stated 
that ie was the head of the Letter 
‘of Credit Department ,of the 
Jerusalem branch of the Banque 
Imperiale Ottomane next gave evi- 
dence of identification of the 
accused, who as Charles Puig on 
July 27, 1926 bought ,a letter 
credit at his bank for £200, for 
which the accused paid in the cur- 
rency of Jerusalem. Since July 
19286 the witness had not seen the 
accused again until that Morning 
in Court, i . 


' Burned Letter. 


Witness also identified the Ict- 
ter of credit which was alleged to 
have been burned by accident’ and 
he further identified the letter 
which was received by the Bank 
asking for a new letter of credit. 
On receipt of the letter, a fresh 
form was drawn up and sent to 
the defendant who acknowledged 
it in a letter sent from Mount 
Lebannon.
